Tt has been wisely and beautifully ordered, 
that Woman should share the dignity and 
glory of her companion; should partake of 
his joys, and alleviate his grief, by her kind 
and graceful ministrations. But social phi- 
losophy, intoxicated with the sentiment and 
poetry of the age, hascalled this her only 
mizsion—her proper sphere—her (rue destiny 
—until the disquisitions of the philosopher, 
the delineations of the grave historian, and 
the dreamy sonnets of (he impassioned lover, 
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cireumscribe the happiness and usefulness of 
Woman. ; 

he young girl enters upon her scholastic 
career, without any practical reference to 
|her womanhood; indeed, without the con- 
ltemplation of any future, from which to 
‘draw those inspirations, that enkindle the 
genius of her more thoughtful brother. She 
lightly roves amid the walks of Literature, 
the expanded fields of Science, and culls 
only the more conspicuous flowers, sips the 


emerges from the enameled bowers, with a 
fading chaplet, ora simple leaf upon her 
brow; while he, with a move expanded view, 
impelled by necessity, buoyed by hope, or 
oerved by ambition, delves in the generous 
soil, for that harvest upon which his man- 
‘hood may subsist. Tilus their youth is spent: 
he, diligently preparing for the future, while 
she, feeling secure, through his providence, 
against the vicissitudes of life, turns eare- 
|fessly from the fertile globe, and sports away 
her youth upon the blossoming turf! 

Tt is impossible for either man or woman, 
creatures of motive as wo are, to undergo 
the requisite toil and self-denial in the acqui- 
sition of kuowledge and the development of 
the mind, unless stimulated by those pros- 
peets which ordinarily address themselves to 
our passions. 

The influence of Teachers and Parents— 
all the usual disciplinary appliances of home 
and school—can not awaken ic the breast of 
the youth, oné single throb of ambition, like 
that which inslantly fires his soul when he 
looks at Irving, Calhoun, Clay, or Girard, 
and knows and feels, that by bis own exer- 
tions, he may imitate the example, and re- 
enact the lite of any of these distinguished 
fellow countrymen, Many a poor boy has 
caught the energy and inspiration of genius, 
from the melancholy, yet soul-awakening re- 
flection, that on him, and him alone, depead- 
ed the existence and happiaess of a widowed 
mother, or an orphan sister; and prompted 


have become, in reference to her position 
and character, almost identical in thought 
and language. ‘We are too apt, in the con- 
templation of the graces and excellency of 
the female character, to averlook, in our ad- 
mniration of the beautiful, that which is pre- 
eminently useful, and which alone, gives to 
that character its dignity and importance. 

Wonran has a real mission—a mission, full 
of toil, but replete with dignity. Itis to 
share with man that burden, which is the 
common inheritance of all the sons agd 
daughters of men. She may plant the rose 
tree near his home, and beneath its fragrant 
shade breathe into his soul the witchery of 
love, till life becomes a pve, and its stern 
reuluies give place to the delusive, but de- 
licious dream of bliss—but her highest, her 
holiest, her happiest mission, is to be what 
Gop and Apam blessed in Eden—a help meet 

for man. 
‘Two extremes, cach equally violating this 
Divine appointment, present themselves to 
our view, in the present condition of Woman. 
In pagan lands, she isa slave, burdened 
with every employment, and meekly and 
satisfactorily discharging all the duties im- 
posed by her hard task master; while he— 
the warrior, priest, or hunter —deyotes him- 
self to glory, or to pleasure. In Christian 
lands, she is an idol, rigidly excluded from 
every mechanical and professional employ- 
ment, yetat whose inactive feet, her wor- 
shiper lays continually the choicest fruits of 
his own industry—at once, a tribute to her 
worto, anda proof of herdependence. Thus 
she is ever excluded from her proper indus- 
trial position, and cither burdened as a sjave, 
or maintained as a dependent. 

While Woman should, on the one hand, 
be rescued trom the thraldom of oriental 
bondage, and elevated to companionship 
wil r master, she should, on the other, 
be somewhat divested of her fictitious divin- 
tly, and be permitted and encouraged to be- 
cum, to the full extent of her capacity, an 
active. and useful member of society; a prac- 
tical luborer in the various harvest fields of 
life, anda help meet for man, in the primeval 
import of these terms. ‘This can be done 
only by devising suitable employments, insti- 
tuling proper industrial yocations, and then 
educating her, until she can, in these pur- 
‘suits, acquit herself usefully and honorably. 

Trade, adventure, and speculation; the 
‘mechanical arts, and the learned professions; 
‘all the avenues to wealth, all the reputable 


by this thought to good and glorious deeds, 
has left his name on the human tongue, an 
in the human heart, forever ! 

In our blessed and beauteous {and, wealth 
and all its elegant accompaniments, real or 
fictitious; office, station, and influence, in 
Church or State; and all that this world 
calls good and great, enter into the constitu- 
ency of that future, which ever displays itself 
to the kindling eye of the gifled and generous 
boy. from the dull routine of elementary 
toil, to the profound research, and laborious 
anilysis of later years——from the long, dull 
column in Orthography, to the eloquent 
pages of Cicero or Homer, he is sustained 
and cheered at every step, and through eve- 
ry difficulty, by the reflection that each 
effort strengthens and enlarges the founda- 
ions of his future greatness; each new iden, 
each additional degree of strength or skill 
acquired, will, inafter years, win for hima 
(ribate jn wealth or fame. Commerce, and 
ugriculture-—poetry, eloquence, and philoso- 
phy--honor and rank—all, are reserved for 
this child of promise, whose infancy and 
youth are energized by the future of his 
inmanhood. 

But the errt enters upon her brief Aca- 
demic career, without any of the induce- 
ments which enlist the energies of the boy. 


The veal responsibilities of the wife and 
mother are sufficient to employ all her ener- 
gies, to whatever extent her powers may be 
deyeloped. Asa wife, she is the companion 
of man, and should be, as far as may “be 
compatible with her temperament, as bef¥re 
observed, his coadjutor, in life’s. secular 
pursuiis, Asa mother, the whole business 
of education properly devo!ves upon her. 
Nature has clearly designated her as the 
educator of youth. Yet we find the wife 
incompetent to participate in the simplest 
pursuits to which the husband devotes: him- 
self, and generally ignorant of those pecu- 
niary Sehemes and negotiations in which he 
is ofton'so completely absorbed. We find

nd heart, surrendering this delightfal ana 
dignified privilege, as a task to which she is 
inadequate. The Teacher assumes her sa- 
cred office; and in the faithful and almost 
parent-like discharge of these transformed 
duties, he wins that affection and that grate- 
ful confidence from his pupils, which the 
mother might and should have won from her 
daughters. 

Thus practically neglectful of some of her 
most important duties as wife, and delegat- 
ing to others the*most sacred and responsible 
of her duties as mother, it can not be fairly 
argued that her present restricted position in 
the Domestic sphere, is all for which she is 
by nature designed, or for which she should 
be qualified by education. No position on 
earth is more elevated and influential than 
that of Woman, whea considered with refer- 
ence to her two-fold character as thus defin- 
ed. Asa wife, the help mect of man; as a 
mother, the educator of his sons and daugh- 
ters. Whenever her acknowledged sphere 
shall again comprehend these important de- 
partments of duty, then she will find in the 
dignity and responsibilities of a woman- 
hood, those incentives, which will inspire 
her youth with solicitude for the future; will 
nerve her mind with vigor, and kindle within 
er soul the power and enthusiasm of genius 

But the wife is not the only relationship in 
which she should be considered in these in- 
dustrial and educational provisions. Under 
that name she sometimes finds her defects 
compensated for, by the kindness and abili- 
ties of her companion and legal representa- 
tive, But the maiden, the orphan, the 
widow, form a large and respectable class 
of our soctety, and ever claim our kindest 
consideration. 

In the education of the girl, while her des- 
tiny as wife should always be had in view, 
yet (he parentand the teacher should never 
lose sight of the possibility, that she may, as 
an orphan or widow, occupy, at some period 
of ber life, a very different position. 
surely ungenerous to educate a daughter ex- 
clusively for a dependent and subordinate 
sphere, and overlook those vicissitudes 
which may, and often do, change her desti-

The True Merchant and the Press, 

Thetrue Merchant will be a liberal but 
discriminating supporter of the press in his 
locality. He will not feel an obligation to 
patronize any andevery thing that wears the 
form of a newspaper, but will scan carefully 
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ny, so that her partial attainments are ren- 
dered useless, if not really burdensome. 

The condition of the orphan girl without 
estate, of the widow whose only dower is a 
helpless and dependent heusehold, is melan- 
choly and affecting even among this happy 
and generous people. And this condition is 
the possible destiny ot each daughter in the 


‘The proper discharge of the duties which 
modern society has imposed upon Woman 
requires but little preparation on her part. 
Man has assumed all the great _responsibili- 
ties of life, in which she does not properly 
share as his help meet. She ia restrained by 
custom and prejudice, and especially by the 
want of opportunity and qualifications, from 
every pecuniary enterprize. She can not 
grow rich; nor, indeed, can she, in most 
cases, provide for her physical wants, by her 
own exertions. The various trades and pro- 
fessions, and all other lucrative branches uf 
industry. are doubly closed against her——by 
his monopoly, and her own want of educa- 
tion, Whenever necessity compels her, as 
it often does, even here ia this loved land, 
to seek a inainlenance fom her own resour- 
ces, she finds herself condemned to trifling 
and menial employments; she sees all the 
lucrative walks of Jife thronged by her en- 
lerprising brothers, and feels her own inabili- 
ty to stand by their side, and be what God 
designed her—a help meet fur man. 

What maiden, what widowed mother, with 
all the educational advantages which the 
schools of this age can give, feels compe- 


and successful means of accumulation, have 
‘been monopolized. In order to pursue these 
yarious branches of industry with success, 
MAN requires and receives a thorough, prac- 
cal Education, Academies, and Colleges, 
and Universities, have been liberally endow- 
ed for this specific purpose, As a student, 
e canlook forward into the future, and, 
elated with the certainty and splendor of that 
reward, which is the recompense of indus- 
try, and the award of Genius, can prosecute 
his studies under the constant stimulus of 
an enthusiasm that inspires every energy, 
und enkindles every passion, ‘The beauties | 
ot Art, and the graces of Literature, serve 
not to prompt, but only to beguile his toils, 
These are but the flowers, that spread thoir 
loveliness and diffuse their sweetness about

Or, 
if successful in the support of mere exist- 
ence, how can shé provide for the contingen- 
cies of the uncertain future? Can she move 
as an independent citizen in society, respect- 
ed, self-supported, and useful in her splere? 
Can she, asthe sole head of a dependent 
family, govern, support, educate, and after- 
wards endow with a competency, her father- 
less sons and daughters 2 

Isolated cases there may be, and have 
been, when a mother, endued with extraordi- 


land. Should not a judicious and liberal 
system of Female Education, therefore, pre- 
pare them for this and every possible vicissi- 
tude? Is it wisdom, is 1t justice, is it hu- 
manity, I ask, merely to adorn our daugh- 
ters for the festal hall, when perhaps they 
will be called to weep in the house 5f mourn- 
ing? Mothers, if you would secure your 
daughters as far as possible from the painful 
exigencies of this chequered life, educate 
them for adversity as well as for prosperity. 
And remember thot she ts best fitted to grace 
athrone, who, by the energy of her charac- 
ter and the virtues of her mind, can rise 
superior to the privations of the peasant’s 
cot, or pauper’s hut. 

But before an education can be rendered 
available as a means of support, suitable 
employments should be devised, adapted to 
the female taste and capacity. From many 
vocations females mustever be debared by 
reason of their peculiar moral, mental and 
physical constitution, whatever may be their 
scholastic attainments, Yet in almost every 
department of industry there are some em- 
ployments to which she is naturally adapted, 
and from whieh she is excluded only by the 
prejudices of the age, and her want of quali- 
fication. 

The industry of the world has been revo- 
lutionized within the past century. Former- 
ly, physical strength was indispensable in 
every operative employment. Manufactures 
and commercé were restricted, and the 
grand principle of the division of labor, was 
but partially applied. Athletic man alone 
was competent to the arduous labor of pro- 
duction and exchange. Besides, the regular 
lucrative employments, even of civilized 


nary energy, and stimulated by all the strong

It may be argued, that labor was institut- 
ed for man alone, and that the wife, at least, 
by Divine appointment, was made both a 
subject and a dependent; and that conse- 
quently the creation of a distinct industrial 
sphere for Woman, would contravene the 
appointment of the Creator, and be incom- 
patible with the spirit of our social relations, 
&c. But it should be remembered, that as 
help meet, she is allowed, yea more, she is 
required by this primeval appointment, to 
accompany himin all pursuits, to share in all 
toils, and to divide all responsibilities, for 
which her peculiar organization and tastes 
may quality her. : ; 

- Domestic superintendence is her peculiar 
and appropriate sphere; but the taste and 
policy of the age have so cireumscribed its 


Educated mind, and not muscular strength, 
is now the grand controlling agency in eve~ 
ry line of productive industry. Even the 
tiny needle, the orphan’s only legacy, and 
often the widow’s best and only friend, has 
been almost thrown out of employment by 
the omnipotence of steam. Hence it is, that 
the soft and graceful hand of woman, when 
directed by intelligtnce, can now accomplish 
results to which Hercules himself would 
have been inadequate. f ’ 
The triumph of mind over matter, of skill 
over strength, has nearly obliterated all dis- 
tinction between the strong and the weak— 
until nothing, but the prejudices of the age 


remains unfavorable to the pecuniary inter- 


ests of the unmarried female. 


But of all the employments suited to the 
taste and genius of woman, I regard that of | 


the intellectual ability and moral Gtness of 
those who assume the lofty responsibility of 
public teaching throughthe press. He will 
not encourage the dissemination nor contin- 
uance of journals edited by the incompetent 
or unworthy; butif there be none other than 
these already in existence in his county, he 
will combine with men like himself to procure 
the establishment of such a journal as is 
needed, or the transfer of one already exist- 
ing into the hands of some one qualified to 
guide opion and dispel mental darkness. 
Such a journal he will liberally and steadily 
encourage and support by advertising in its 
eolumns at good prices, by urging upon 
other business men the duty of doing like- 
wise, and by soliciting his customers and 
neighbors to give itut least their subscrip- 
tions, regularly continued and uniformly paid 
in advance. By pursuing this course, the 
merchant may do very much toward the dif- 
{usion of intelligence, the predominance of 
sound principles, and the purification of mor- 
als, He need not be a political brawler nor 
habitual igitator on any subject—there is a 
more excellent way. He may give to an 
approved and influential journal in his coun- 
ty from two to five hundred dollars’ worth of 
advertising per annum, and procure from 
others by the power of his solicitations and 
example, five times as much more; while 
each name added to the list of its subscrib- 
ers extends the publicity of his announce- 
ments and their potency in enlarging his bus- 
iness. Thus will he exert a noiseless, unin- 
termitted influence in diminishing the king- 
dom of darkness, extending the sway of 
virtue, and laying deep and broad the foun- 
dations of general and personal prosperity.

oc Every excavation that is made along 
the line of the Pacific Railroad, reveals new 
evidences that the country suffered—centa- 
ries ago, no doubt—some extraordinary con- 
vulsions, which greatly changed its surface.

pared to perform angie fragile form a for- 
midablo and exqu ly-painful operation; 
one in which all the fortitude of the delicate 
and refined woman was necessary to sustain 
her, aside from the severe pain, ita inevita- 
ble consequence; for it was long before the 
blessed discovery of anwsthetics. I have 
often thought, that the surgeon who was 
obliged to perform that operation, and who 
realized a true woman 3 appreciation of the 
organ to be removed, was entitled to almost 
as much sympathy as the patient herself.— 
Whoever has shared the endearing relation 
that could only enable him to do so, by wit

My assistant being a person’ of great 
practical tact, and himself an accomplished 
surgeon, it was completed without the ne- 
ceasity of tying a single artery till the gland 
was removed. Not a breath was drawn 
faster than usual, nor did a groan escape the 
lips of my delicate patient. Instantly assur- 
ing her that the operation was over, her lips 
parted in prayer, and [ caught the first sen- 
tence, ‘What is this, oh my Savior, to what 
thou didst suffer when thy dear side was 
pierced!” In my heart I felt the necessity 
of ahope beyond the earth; and never have 
[ seen it burn with more endurance than in 
this devoted and lovely woman. She was 
one of the few who escaped the awful death 
of cancer by her fortitude in submitting to 
an early operation, Although ’tis tifteen 
years since, she is yet living.

Description of the New York Pipin. 

We give the following description of a New 
York Pipin, raised hy Ex1as Jacks: Leaves large, 
slightly crenate, dark green; shoots stout, of a 
shining brownish red color, tree large, very thrif- 
ty grower, bark smoothe and of deep brown color, 
shoots flexaous and straggling, buds large—the 
wood swells at the base of fruit-bearing buds to 
the diameter of halfan inch, forming a remarka- 
ble characteristic of the apple; apples very large, 
ovate, bright red on greenish grouad, russetted 
about the stem, quite smooth, stalk small, an inch 
long, cavity very deep and acute, calyx wide, 
medium depth, slightly ribbed, skin thin, flesh 
white, firm, sub-acid, fine dayored, good for des- 
sert, core very small,fexcellent for cooking and 
very productive; trea hardy; good for cooking in 
July, and will keep till May. 

Mr. E. Jacks has sold them for $4 a busbel, in 
February. Ho says they will average 12 inches in 
circumference on the tree. They area showy, 
bexutiful fruit and an excellent fruit for the West. 
Mr. Jacxs recommends them above all others. He 
also presented us with some very fine specimens of 
the white Bellefleur, Fall Pipins, and Albemarle 
Pipins, The white Bellefleur measured 15 inches 
in cirowuference, and is the most beautiful speci- 
men of frait we ever saw; it is known in some 
places as the white Detroit, and Cumberland 
Spico, Mr. Jacks thinks this is only an average 
sized apple on the tree, which is young and beara 
but two or three bushels this year.

Geological Survey of Missouri. 

That eminent Geologist, Prof. G. C. Swantow, 
recontly appointed to mako a Geological Survey of 
this State, in company with Messrs. Price and Bass 
assistants, visited our town om Thursday and Fri- 
day last, and made many explorations in the bluffs 
and surrounding country. ‘The Professor built a 
boat for the purpose, xppropriately named the 
Rock, from the material with which it was frvight- 
ed. 

They commenced at Council Blaffs, wad drop- 
ped leisurenlly down the river ; camping, out every 
night, and faring rather hard for provisions above 
St. Joseph. They haye succeded in navigating 
their craft safely to this point. The Professor is 
equally as skillful at the helm, with the oars as 
with the stone hammer, and Vis sl‘iy -hinted that 
he can dress and cook a Duck, or inako Cofeey 
and hide not a little at suppest ime. The Profe 
sor found our bed of minoval Paint before wo 
knew it, although it was covered over with | sili- 
cious marl—that he has skill, energy, and indom- 
itable perseverance, ‘no one xn doubt who has fol- 
lowed him, as we have for a day or two up and 
down these bluff, and through the country ; he is 
just the man, and will do the State great service. 
He found but few minerals@bove; some apponr- 
ance of coal, but no extensive beds; he says Park- 
villeghas excellent building Rock, the most easily 
wrought into shape, and fitted for building of any 
he had ever seen. He examined our mineral 
paint, and thinks it is superior to the Ohio Paint, 
We have painted a large Hotel building, in this 
Place with it, and find it stands well. [tis essen- 
tially fire proof if pat on, thick enough; he saw in- 
dications of the same paint at the mouth of Big 
Platte. He pointed out the top strata of rock, and 
a medium strata of a coarse grey color as the 
best for lime, we had tried the top strata and found 
it made excellent white lime. He says for agri- 
cultural purposes, our couniry is unequaled on 
the globe. Its peculiar formationevery where indi- 
cates it. On the tops of our bluffs there is a rich 
marl deposit, 60 or 70 feet deep, of inexhaustible 
fertility, which would be used for manure, and 
spread on the lands in the eastern States, and if 
|-all this was taken off, it would then perhaps bring 


better wheat than it does even now. 

Taking into view our fine springs, our gently un- 
dulating surface, our healthful climate, the rich 
deposits, and productive power of our soils, he 
thinks we have the most desirable and beautiful 
country in the world. Our soil possesses the ele- 
ments of durability; by sub-soiling we can prevent 
it from washing, and by skillful culture and jadi- 
cious rotation of erops, we can hand down to fu- 
ture generations, the possession of an unfailing 
source of wealth, While the Professor was explo- 
ring the country Mr. Beverly Price, a talented 
young man, from Chariton, took a sketch of the 
Town, from the opposite side of the river. From 
that point of view, our growing town exhibits a 
beautiful appearance. pha yaluable speci- 
mens of rock, minerals, orgabic remains, or miner- 
al waters, we will pay a reasonable compensation, 
and forward them to Prof. Swallow. OnFriday 
evening they again started down the. river, their 
little boat filled with valuable specimens, and 
drawing about L8inches water, carrying with thom, 
our best wishes.

excel in the industrial arts. Mr. Waurre thinks 
there were over 8,000 men present. The ample 
grounds were covered with specimens of improy- 
ed machinery. The exhibition of Missouri stock 
was large, of fine quality and in good order.— 
Kentuckians, on the ground, wore surprised to see 
this new country standing right up to old Ken- 
tucky.

Premium buggy 
sold for $300. Peaches were shown that weigh- 
ed one anda half lbs.

rich loam the rains have washed down the 
eminences and filled the holes that had been 
dug, which were more apparent when Mr 
Heszarp first settled there. The earth 
looks a litle red along the lines of decayed 
brick. Mr. Hunparp says he can tell when 
he plows ucross one of these lines by the 
noise the plow makes, similar to that made 
passing through pebbles of rock. Mr. Hun- 
BARD says the brick are about the size of 
ours—perhaps a litle thicker—some of them 
a little glazed and much better brick than we 
make at this day; he had lost those larger 
pieces that showed the form of the brick. 
We did not find any whole bricks—only 
small pieces. Upon examination, Prof. 
Swattow thinks that straw was used in their 
composition; some appeared to be burnt and 
some unburnt, Mr. Husparp says the 
ground was covered with very heavy timber. 
We saw, on one of the lines of decayed 
brick, an oak stump, about four feet in diam- 
eter, which Prof. Swattow thinks must have 
been at Jeust 1,000 years old, hence the 
existence of the city, inust have been great- 
ly anterior to the first appearance of the tree. 
Mr. Huspano thinks he saw several places 
where the brick was made, but the action of 
the elements will soon effuce every vestige of 
the remains ofjthis ancient people, Near the 
ends of the main street or avenue, there are 
some fine springs in the creek. We found 
some pieces of earthenware; some that. we 
found on the north-east elevation appeared to 
be but little thicker than our plates. Mr 
Husearp bas plowed up large potter's ves 
sels with, ears on them, these ears were 
round jike a ring; on one they found letters, 
resembling ‘‘Jutch or Hebrew,’’ this was 
unfortunatly lost. Near the spring they found 
some large teeth which, from descsription, 
must have been as large us those of a shi- 
noceros; these, too, we are sorry to say, are 
lust. We hope yet ‘to obinin relics snfti- 
cient to preserve the remembrance of that 
ancient people that dwelt in these lands be- 
fore the Indians possessed it In a few years 
more, time will destroy all traces of their 
habitations: We will pay liberally for every 
such relic that may be brought us.

_ Capt. E, A. Graves, of Kentucky, who is 
in)New Mexico holding some Government 
office, has forwarded to the Louisville Jour- 
nal an interesting letter, giving an account 
of Capt. Gunnison’s progress in surveying 
the Central Railroad Route. 
The party had arrived at Wort Massachu- 
setts, and found the route evéry way practi- 
cable and desirable.

To the Rditors of the Louisville Journal: 

Taos, New Mexico, Aug. 22, 1853. . 

Gentiemen ; The party under Captain 
Gunison, now engaged in surveying one of 
the proposed routes for the Pacific Railroad, | 
are at fort Massachusetts, and will leave 
there perhaps to-day. From Mr. Willinms, 
who arrived from Fort Massacbusetts on yes- 
terday, and from Lieut. Beckwith, of the 
artillery, and Lieut, Baker of the Rifles, 
who were here a few days since to procure 
the services of Mr, Antoine Leroux, as 
guide to the party, We gather the following 
items, Capt. Gunison has with his party 
vighteen or twenty wagons and some sixty 
men. They passed up the Arkansas, and 
intended to leave it at the mouth of the 
|Huerfano, but from an error tn the map the 
party went up the Pish-a-Tah, then crossed 
over on the trinchares and from the triacha- 
res to the Huerfano and thence they cross- 
ed over the mountains to the head of the 
Sangre de Christi, by a new route which has 
been christened Gunison’s Pasa—thence 
they passed down the valley ofthe Sangre de 
Christi to within a few miles of Fort Massa- 
chusetts, It is the intention of the party to 
proceed to the Cuochatope Pass of the Grand 
river mountain, and on reaching the old 
Spanish trail following it as far as Santa 
Clara Spring, at which point they expect to 
meet the party from California. The party 
under Capt, Gunison will then return by the 
way of the South Pass and Fort Laramie to 
the United States. It 13 the intention of this 
party to examine Roubedoux’s Pass, and if 
found equally. practicable, that Pass, will 
perhaps be adopted as more direct than the 
one followed by them. The entire practica- 
bility of the route thus far is spoken of in the 
most flattering terms by Lieuts, Beckwith 
and Baker, not only fora railroad but fora 
good wagon road, 

The party was in good health —they found 
plenty of wood, water, and grass on the 
route, and express the opinion that next year 
ie California emigration will take this route 
us far better than the ort Laramie route, 
and from three to four hundred miles nearer, 
Mr. Leroux is of the opinion that the worst 
part of the road has already been passed by 
them, Leroux left here some two duys since 
to go to Fort Massachusetts, to act as guide 
for them, but whether he well go with them, 
or nol, has not yet been finally settled, He 
will probably spend some ten days with them, 
and (hen return, as he is anxious to go with 
Lieut. Whipple, on the Albuquerque route 
[refer you to the report of Capt, E. A. 
Graves, Indian Agent, for the past and pros- 
pective movements of the Utahs, which will 
reach the Governor at the same time you get 
this letter, Cuptuin Graves leayes to-day 
for Albiquieu.

Tonrkisu Exruvstaso.—Immediately afier 
the arrival of the Vienna note at Constanti- 
nople, the Ottoman Porte called 80,000 men 
of the Redifs under arms, According to a 
telegraphic dispatch dated Constantinople, 
Sept. 5, the Turkish Ministry had resolved, 
afier a conference held at the house of the 
Grand Vizier, to maintain their last note at 
the hazard of war. The enthusiasm of the 
Mussulman population has reached its high- 
eat puch. ‘The Sultan, having reviewed the 
Egyptain troops, and being received with 
deafening aocclamutions, wis, afier the re- 
view, lifted from his horse by the multitude 
and carried in triumph through the streets of 
Stambul,

The general diffusion of knowledge, is the best 
safeguard of a country. Ina republican nation, 
ialie-ot borers basis of its existence. Without 
intelligence being disseminated and the masses 
enlightened, the hallot-box, which is accessible to 

is a curse, instead of a blessing. 

The people must be acquainted with the machi- 
nery of the Goyernment, the nature of its laws, 
the representative system, in order intelligently to 
exercise the elective franchise, Demagogues can 
succeed only among the ignorant, hence the char- 
acter of the people in any district can, as a gen- 
erul thing, he very correctly decided upon by its 
representatives, 

This diffusion of knowledge must commence in 

routh. the sterner duties of life press, and 

using’ , hard upon men, they find little 
time to gain that information which should have 
been acquired in younger days; therefore they 
follow the dictum of the wily politician and the 
Jeading-strings of the stump orator, and those 
who have the most brass and talk with the most 
fluency and ean blackguard the most readily, catch 
the most votes. : 

When edueation has commenced young and a 
Gesire for information formed, snatches of time 
can be found in the busiest day to gain informa- 
tion, so that the speech of the politician can read- 
ily be put to the test, whether it be chaff or wheat, 
For the young to be instructed, there must be 
schools; for schools, there must he teachers, and 
the teachers must know more than:those to be| 
taught. It is not cufficient that the teacher knows 
barely enough to instruct his pupils, to read, write 
and cipher; he should bea man of general ac- 
quirements and extensive reading, so that on all 
important subjects which men in every calling 
find it necessiry to be acquainted with, he can 
communicate with facility and correctness. 

Teachers should receive a compensation that 
will warrant them in thus furnishing their minds; 
when they have spent years in preparation, and 
expended hundreds of dollars for an education, 
they can ill afford to. give their time and talents 

< the same money as the man who goes to labor, 

aying spent no time nor money in preparation to 
perform such labor. As long as there is no dis- 
tinction made, the community may despair of ob- 
taining competent teachers. But just as soon as 
wages will justify teachers making the outlay, 
then there will be no reason for complaint about 
the intelligence of teachers—the stroam will not 
rise higher than the fountain.” 
Poo little attention is paid to the selection of 
teachers. Our children are committed to ignorant 
and unskillful hands just at that period when im- 
pressions are most casily made, hence we should 
not be very hopeful of their future success, nor 
even be disappointed if they leave school but lit- 
tle improved if not, indeed, injured by contact 
with ignorance— 
“Just as the ee is bent, 
‘The tree is inclined.” 

Tf the young are rightly trained and have desires 
for useful and important knowledge implanted, 
they will be students for life. Leaving the school 
room and téacher, with them, is not leaving books; 
desires have been woven into their very being 
which age carnotshake off nor time outgrow. On 
such shoulders a representative government will 
always be safe. Webster, and Calhoun, and Clay 
were of that class to whom the school was only 
the place to begin to learn and how to learn. On 
the broad theatre of life, they found a continued 
school where lessons were always before them— 
the start being rightly made, they had only to press 
towards the goal.

AGRICULTURAL. 


[From the Valley Farmer.] 
The Fruit Trees of 1853in the Vicini- 
ty of St. Louis. 


The Apricot tree flourishes well here always, | 
and thongh it blooms early, sometimes by the first 


of March, its fruit becomes to large to bo destroy® 
ed by the frost which often nips the peaches in 
May. The treegrows thriftly, and the bark and 
leaves always look bright and ee a Thefrait, 
however, seldom gets to be the sizo of a cherry 
before it receives the mark of the crescent which 
is as Fatal to it as ever the cross OF Jibenainosay 
was to an Indian. ‘The frait soon decays and 
falls, This year witli fow exceptions, the crop es- 
caped. They ripened, the Moorpark and the 
Peach Apricot aboat. the last of Janc, and they 
were beautiful, luscious and sweet. ‘This is 
the first time, und the trees are about ten years 
old, [have had a crop. They prove themselves a 
deyomination of fruit that is tit to be cultivated in 
any amateurs orchard. But how they can be 
sayed from the sign of the oreseent is the problem. 
The Cherry crop was nitgnificent. Nothing of the 
kind that T have ever seen equals the large, clear, 
wax-like and delicious Nepoleon Bigarrean. The 
Bigarreau was next toit, The American Amber, 
the Black Tartarian, the Black Eagle, the flesh col- 
ored Bigarreau, the Elton, the Arch Duke, the 
Bowyer’s Barly, were all very fine. As for the 
Morellos, they were left to ripen and decay, un- 
honored and unsung. The only difficulty in the 
growth of the cherry here is that it grows too ex- 
uberantly and too fast. The bark, generally on 
the southwest side, is Jiablo to split and the wood, 
tordecay. “This makes an-unsightly “appearance, 
but I have not yet lost atree by it, and I have 
some fifteen yearsiold. A protection of tho body 
by boards when-young, and possibly. a littie im- 
poverishment of the soil by sand, or allowing a 
thick sod\of grass to grow around the troe, would 
obviate this difficulty.
